THE EXTENSION FORCES. 
Dr. M. ©. Wilson, of the United 
States department cf agriculture, 
speaking before the state-wide farm 
meeting in Athens, is quoted as de- 


claring that Georgia leads all other 
States in the effectiveness of her 
extension program. This top-notch 
position of Georgia in this respect 
is not the result of mere guess 
work, as the speaker made plain 
and definite, but the result instead 
of a careful government survey, 
made by states. 

Elbert, Sumter, Carroll and 
Washington counties were selected 
by the agriculture department as 
test counties in Georgia for the 
basis of their study. 
ties, it was explained, a section was 
laid off, and farmers, white and ne« 
gro, were interviewed relative to 
their impressions of extension work 
as it directly affected his farm. A 
total of 668 farmers were visited in 
Georgia, Dr. Wilson declared, in an 
effort to make the survey as rep- 
resentative of the entire state as 
was possible. 

The result of this survey, he 
said, showed that approximately 74 
per cent of the farmers interviewed 


extension work, and 37 per cent 
of the families were directly repre- 
sented in club work or had been 
previously. Eighteen per cent of 
the families visited tn Georgia were 
shown to be identified with boys’ 


agriculture, gave a most emphatic 
stamp of official government ap- 
proval to the economic policy of 
cooperative marketing. There were 
only three negative votes-out of 
360 cast, which in itself leaves no 
opportunity for argument as to gov- 
ernmental indorsement of the coop- 


erative system.

THE FAULTY SYSTEM. 


The editorial reproduced on this 
page from the Albany Herald is so 
sound and so inviticz of harmony 
in spirit and action tnat it deserves 
to be read by every member of the 
assembly, and by every citizen who 
has the best interest of Georgia at 
heart. 

“Georgia is sorely handicapped 
by its highway system,” is the out- 
Standing truth around which the 
editorial is pitched. 

The “system!” It brings the 
question back to the method of 
road building in Georgia, which is 
admittedly faulty and should be 
changed. 

The way to change the system, 
which at present creates a road 
checker-board all over the state, is 
to make the state instead of the 
county the unit—and to build per- 
manently paved hignways. 

The county seat to county seat 
plan must not be changed. That is 
one of the impelling reasons—the 
completion of the highway mileage 
on that plan—why the present 
method of building highways should 
be changed. As we are going, 
building a little paving here and 
there, the county seat to county 
seat permanent idea will never be 
realized. There are some counties 
that will perhaps never be able to 
finance their links. 

It is more imperative, indeed, for 
Georgia to make the state the high- 
way unit than most states, for 
Georgia has more counties to its 
Square-mile area than anv other 
American State, hence the greater 
difficulty in securing necessary co- 
ordination throuch a system that 
makes the county tne highway unit. 

The building of county roads— 
laterals to the siaie highways—is 
extremely important to the coun. | 
ties. They have a good-sized job 
in doing that, and in properly main- 
taining them. 

We are entirely satisfied to let 
the one cent a gailon from the gas- 
oline tax, now allocated to counties, 
remain so, provided it is made man- 
datory that this fund shall be used 
in each county only for roads. 

The state can be made the unit 
for a state highway system, and 
state bonds can we carried and re- 
tired in sufficient quantity to com- 
plete the system within seven years, 
on the gasoline and motor taxes, 

other than this county allocation.

The Constitution has repeatedly 
emphasized the impcrtance of the 
farm extension work, and has urged 
those counties not having farm 
agents, or woman domestic science 
demonstrators, both, to so 
equip themselves. It has watched 
the results in counties that ‘had 
good agents and those that had 
none. 

It is undeniadle that many young 
men at first entered the extension 
service who were not properly 
equipped, either by practical knowl- 
edge, or by temperament. But that 
Situation has been very largely 
remedied, 

The extension work, the boys’ 
and girls’ clubs, the local and coun- 
ty fairs, the various contests, all of 
these agencies are combining not 
only in bringing the state’s agricul- 
tural position to a high economic 
Standard, but in s.rengthening com- 
munity spirit, and in making rural 
life more attractive, and thereby 
more inviting. 

The extension fcrcees in Georgia 
are to be warmly congratulated for 
the permanent records made, as so 
readily attested by Dr. Wilson.

During those dark days of the Ger- 
man occupation of Belgiurr, when the 
flame of patriotism had died down to 
a mere gleam through the repressive 
measures of the invader, a marvelous 
ray ef hope was shed into the gloom 
by the presence of the primate of Bel- 
gium, Cardinal Mercier. The cardinal, 
though in Rome at the outbreak of 
the war, had hastened home to be with 
his “children,’’ the people of Belgium. 
On Sundays he was in the habit of 
celebrating mass and preaching the

sermon in the Cathedral of Brussels. 


On such occasions the great edifice 
was crowded to its utmost capacity. 
Throughout the nave of the church, 
next to the pews and near the altar, 
stood the gray-clad helmetted senti- 
nels of Germania, their boynets fixed, 
ready to suppress any possible patriot- 
ic demonstration. After serving mass, 
the tall aad truly regal figure of the 
eardinal would appear on the pulpit. 
The crowd became electrified and the 
sentries gazed at that white-surpliced 
man, whose power and strength were 
greater than their steel and “Kolos- 
sale’’ Berthas. Often he defied the 
German authorities by reading his 
pastoral letters, the same letters which 
cost so many parish priests their 
lives; always he spoke words of hope 
and cheer. By similes, allegory, a 
mere word often, he conveyed mes- 
sages that inspired his hearers with 
new hope and streagth to endure. His 
sermon concluded, the prelate returned 
to the altar to give’ the _ blessing. 
Hardly had the words of his “bene- 
dicite vos omnes’ died down, when 
softly from the great organ loft above 
the portals, opposite the altar. came 
the soft and stirring strains of a mel- 
ody. Belgian patriotie airs were for- 
bidden. Whatever the organ played, 
the Germans took it for part of the 
service, a sort of postlude. But it 
was the tune of “Vers l’Aveair”’ (To- 
ward the Future), played by order of 
Cardinal Mercier. And _ while the 
waves of musie rolled dewn and filled

the whole cathedral with a tempestu- 
ous, challenging hymn of hope and 


courage, there stood on the lower 
steps of the altar that tall, noble fig- 
ure, the tears streaming down his 
face, and with him wept the whole 
audience. An audience not only of 
faithful Catholies, but of freethinkers 
and atheists and all manner of people. 
To the Germans it must have seemed 
incomprehensible, but every Belgian 
heart was lifted in that sublime mo- 
ment, when voices were silent and 
only the music played. 


This writer recalls an incident when 
Cardinal Mercier came to thank Amer- 
ica for her humanitarian work of feed- 
ing and clothing Belgium. He was in 
the midst of an august assembly, 
statesmen, prelates, generals and 
judges. Easily the tallest in that bril- 
liant galaxy, the cardinal’s eye fell on 
our uniform at the back of the gath- 
ering among the spectators. When the 
speeches were over he beckoned and 
embraced the uniform: that ‘“‘touched 
his heart and made him think of Flan- 
ders.”’ 


On yet another occasion we wit- 
nessed one of the most stirring inci- 
dents of the war. It was at Ghent 
when King Albert returned at the 
head of his troops. Just before reach- 
ing the old Flemish city that had 
not seen Belgia’n soldiers for more 
than four years, the march was halt- 
ed. <A carriage stood by the side of 
the road. <A tall figure 
soutaine stepped forth. Albert gazed 
for a moment, dismounted, took off 
his cap and hundreds of soldiers did 
the same. Then the king walked for- 
ward, sobbing and whispering: ‘Mon 
Pere, mon VTere,’’ and fell into the 
ereas of the man who had stayed be- 

rad.

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Don’t Overlook This Factor 


In Georgia's Highway Problem 


(From The Albany Herald.) 

We make it a rule to respect the 
opinions of those with whom we find 
ourselves unable to agree, for we have 
never been so vain as to consider our- 
selves above proneness to error. 

But we get the impression, from 
current discussion, that some of those 
Georgians who counsel delay iti pro- 
viding the state with a system of mod- 
ern paved highways lose sight of one 
factor which is of paramount impor- 
tance. So very important, so extreme- 
ly significant is it that we would give 
it all possible emphasis, and insist 
that those Who oppose prompt action 
to settle our highway problems con- 
sider it carefully. 

We have daily reminders that the 
interest of the country is focused on 
the south, and particularly the south- 
eastern states. as has never been true 
before. Capital is seeking investment 
in this whole :xction, for it sees here 
the most inviting opportunities to be 
found in the entire country. The de- 
velopment of Florida’s east and west 
coasts is but one phase of this great 
sectional revival—this renaissance of 
the southeast that has caught the 
imagination of the whole country. 

Georgia’s turn is next. In fact, it is 
already here. The southern part of 
the state is coming rapidly to the fore, 
and a steady northward movement of 
the revival is considered as certain 
as that tomorrow’s sun will rise. 

The communities of the state are 
preparing to spend hundreds.of thou- 


sands of dollars’ in publicity cam- 
paigns, designed to attract additional 
farmers, hoimeseekers and investors. 
It is hoped to add many new indus- 
tries to those already established, for 
Georgia has many inducements to offer 
them. 

But Georgia is sorely handicapped 
hy its highway system. It is vain to 


rargue that “sand-clay roads are good 
enough,” for ic has been conclusively 
demonstrated that they are not., In 
rainy seasons they are miserable make- 
‘shifts which make automobile travel 
‘a nightmare, and send those passing 
through the state to be peregrinat- 
'ing advertisements of our great state's 
backwardness. 

Georgia cannot afford to wait ten 
or fifteen years to modernize its high- 
ways. It cannot afford to wait even 
five years, for we need motor-age 
highways, now, in the hour of op- 
portunity that may not return if we 
let it pass. 

The Herald is willing to support a 
state bond issue or any other con- 
structive plan for solving this problem, 
which is indissolubly tied up with 
every other problem the. state faces. 
If any of our great problems are to 
be solved (and we have our share) we 
must make Georgia a prosperous 
'state, and the time has come when 
no state can possibly hope to prosper 
that refuses to modernize its high- 
ways. And modernizing, in this day 
and gener:}ion, means paving. 

The mention of a $70,000,000 bond 
issue frightens us not at all. We are 
perfectly willing to have the state's 
income from gasoline and automobile 
license taxes applied to the payment 
of interest and creation of a sinking 
fund, for while that process .moved on 
the paved highways of the state would 
‘be paying dividends of a value far in 
| excess. of the interest item. 

But we are wedded to no plan. We 
only have an idea—the idea that we 
must pave. It is our hope that the 
legislature will meet the issue cour- 
ageously, for the future of Georgia 
for the next twenty years is in the 
balance. The argument for prompt 
decision and action is that we can 
afford delay only at tremendous cost.

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ARE YOU GETTING YOUR 
IODIN? 

Among the nutrients indispensable 
for normal growth and health of the 
human body, particularly for young 
ones, must be reckoned iodin—we 
leave off the final e nowadays to 
save time and space. 

Now as everybody knows and folks 
with Billings compJaint warn me from 
time to time, iodin is poison, So is | 
phosphorus, yet we have to have a 
certain amount of these elements for 
normal nutrition. How much iodin a 
growing boy or girl needs is still an 
unsettled question, but prdbably one 
grain a month is an ample iodin ra- 
tion and many individuals get along 
very well on a much smaller ration 
of iodin. Say 10 grains a year. Not 
an enormous quantity. A teaspoon- 
ful of iodin would serve the require- 
ments of an honest to goodness or 
Rooseveltian family for a year. So 
one may say we don’t need very much 
iodin but we need that little very 
much, And without rehearsing all 
the morbid conditions which an iodin 
shortgae in one’s rations may account 
for, save to mention simple goiter in 
children and a condition of “stale- 
ness’ in grownups, I beg to inquire 
whether you are getting your iodin? 

If you have fresh sea food two or 
three times a week you are getting 
your iodin. If you live far from the 
sea (where all the iodin in the world 
comes from) it is not unlikely that 
you are getting too little iodin in your 
food and water. 

Through the initiative of some 
health officers in regions where goiter 
prevails extensively, and notably the 
Michigan state board of health, nu- 
merous salt manufacturers in various 
parts of the country now market 
table salt which contains the minute 
quantity of iodin which the health 
authorities recommend, generally in 
the form of potassium or sodium 


-iodid, of which about 0.02 per cept is 


incorporated in the salt. This iodized 
salt is now sold by grocers every- 
where, and families can use it instead 
of ordinary salt, to insure an ade- 
quate iodin ration for everybody. The 
‘salt of course tastes like ordinary 
salt, and it costs, or should cost, little 
if any more than the ordinary Salt: 
for 0.02 per cent means only about 
1 1-2 grains of the iodid in each pound 
of salt, which quantity means only an 
additional cost of from 5 to 10 cents 
a year for each person. 


Another way in which an adequate 
iodin ration may be insured, either 
for the purpose of preventing goiter 
in a child or for preventing “stale- 
ness’ in an adult, is by taking one 
drop of the ordinary brown tincture 
of iodin once a week, in not less than 
a glassful of water. 

Still another way to get your iodin 
is by taking a tablet of sodium iodid 
vr potassium iodid or calcium iodid, 
one or two grains, once a week, best 
dissolved in a glass of water. 

There is still a concerted effort on 
the part of some manufacturers of 
ethical nostrums and their friends in

the medical profession, to discourage 
the use of these homely forms of 
iodin and persuade the simple publie 
to pay an enormous. price for “or- 
ganic” iodin tablets or “candy” or 
other elegant preparations. But I re- 
peat, and 1 challenge anyone to cor- 
rect me if this is not the whole truth. 
there is no evidence that any “or- 
ganic” form of iodin has any advan- 
tage ovec the simple and homely forms 
of iodin I have here mentioned, for 
the purposes indicated. I do no 
mean to suggest that physicians who 
disparage the homely forms of iodin 
und boos. the fancy goods are finan- 
cially interested in the sale of these, 
but I do think they are a little too 
much intrigued by the mystery of the 
nostrums,

ad nothing on Atlanta. Her citi- 
zens early learned that fact, have 
profited immensely by working it ju- 
diciously, and are still at it. They keep 
in full vigor an unappeasable appetite 
to feed the city’s prosperity with peo- 
ple of industry and projects of public 
enrichment. 

A year before Atlanta was incor- 
porated the people of Stone Mountain 
(then known as Rock Mountain) or- 
ganized a regional fair and held it in 
a grote on the hotel reservation. The 
objec® was to stimulate agriculture. 
stock-raising and home industries. It 
was a popular success and drew many 
hundreds of exhibitors and visitors 
from the regions around the mountain. 
The promoters resolved to repeat. the 
enterprise and organized the South 
Central Agricultural society. For three 
successive years thereafter the fair of 
Stone Mountain was held with in- 
creasing popularity. 


Even, that early the amusement fea- 
ture had become a principal attach- 
ment and attraction at a public fair. 
In 1849 the managers induced Bar- 
num, afterwards the most famous 
showman of America and the world, 
to bring his wagon-show of animals 
and freaks to their fair. He brought 
along ‘““Fipo Sultan,” then the largest 
elephant in captivity. Tipo proved 
to be the headliner of the whole works 
and all the grown-ups and children 
who had never seen an elephant ex- 
cept in pictures, flocked to the fair 
to give the curious beast the once- 
over. 

The Atlanta boosters—the “Dick Pe- 
ters crowd,” as it was called—decid- 
ed that they wanted that fair trans- 
ferred to and permanently located in 
this city. Atlanta had then becgme 
the real railroad center of the state 
and was the natural and logical place 
for gathering exhibits, visitors and ex- 
changing trade. Colonel Peters was 
both an agricultural enhusiast and ex- 
pert and never for a day in his long 
life ceased to work for the upbuilding 
of that basic industry in Georgia. He 
and his colleagues convinced Colonel 
Mark A. Hooper and his associates of 
the re-christened State Agricultural 
society that the annual fairs should be 
in Atlanta. 


The .city council voted the use of 
the hospital grounds, some ten acres 
around where the Fair Street schoo] 
now stantis, for a fair grounds. That 
gave the name of Fair street to the 
road leading to the location. The of- 
fer of the grounds and an added cash 
subscription of $1,000 brought the fair 
of 1850 to this city. The wisdom 
of the change was immediately demon- 
strated by the increased exhibits and 
attendance. It was the first state- 
wide adverisement of Atlanta’s ad- 
evantages for residence and business, 
apart from the significance of the 
concentration of the railway systems 
of this point. 

The Atlanta leaders of that day 
did not shrink from the suggestions 
of their dreams. They made every 
success the stepping stone to a larger 
endeavor. They contracted with the 
association for annual fairs and voted 
$3,000 in bonds for additional grounds 
and $5,000 cash for the permanent 
buildings and other accessories. 

In the late fifties the State fair 
became ambulant, so to speak, be- 
cause Macon, Augusta and Savannah 
insisted that they should share in its 
influence. During the war there 
were no fairs, of course, but after 
five years of patient renewal of the 
state’s farming and factoring, Atlanta 
determined to resurrect the State fair. 
The State Agricultural society had 
been reorganized and was enlisted in 
the undertaking.

put Atlanta on the map of the world. 
Hon. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, 
one of the acknowledged cotton statis- 
ticians and textile experts of Ameri- 
ca, came to Atlanta to study more 
closely the cotton products of thé 
south. He suggested that the great- 
est stimulus to our cotton prosperi- 
ties would be given by an international 
exhibition of all the elements in the 
cotton industries—all the way from 
soil and seed to mercerized cotton-silk. 
The great suggestion took fire at once. 
in the imagination of progressive At- 
lantans and in an enthusiastic meet- 
ing of the city’s leaders the resolu- 


tion was reached to set up here the | 


first “International Cotton Exposi- 
tion” in the history of the world. - 

That looked like too big a mouthful 
for Atlanta to masticate and digest, 
but the men who understood the en- 
terprise had no such word as “fail” in 
their war-tried lexicon. They had 
put their word on trial and their 
hands upon the job. That meant 
they would win their goal. 

The publication of the purpose of 
the exposition excited practical in- 
terests throughout the country. “King 
Cotton” had subjects all over the 
world and was the almoner of work, 
wages, profits and a thousand com- 
forts to millions of humans upon the 
globe. To set him upon his throne 
and surround hii visibly with the mu- 
niments of his empire would be an 
intriguing spectacle to a worshiping 
world. 

After a series of preliminary dis- 
cussions a plan was adopted, a char- 
ter obtained for the promotion com- 
pany, officers and committees chosen 


and a stock issue of $100,000 author- 
ized. 


The primary plan embraced only 
the production, transportation § and 
manufacture of the royal staple, but 
as public interest grew in the adven-- 
ture of an exposition in the south that 
should be seeond only to the Centen- 


‘nial in Philadelphia in 1876, the stock | 


was doubled and much of it readily 
subscribed in. eastern centers where 
cotton was marketed and manufac- 
tured.

exposition and enlisted the support and 


cooperation of many of the most in- 
fluential of them in securing both 
subscriptions and exhibits for the ex- 
position. His tour and the publicity 
which he got for his addresses in the 
great papers of the country, were of 
inestimable value to the exposition and 
to the city. For the first time since 
the close of the civil war those cotton 
manufacturers and exporters of the 
east were awakaned to the direct in- 
terest which they must take in the 
adequate production and the proper 
preparation of the cotton crop of the 
south ‘for the textile industries of the 
country and for our export trade with 
the cotton - manufacturing countries 
of the world.
